Over New Building

The long-delayed opening of the Early 
Childhood Center at Perry Lane on Monday, 
November 1st, touched off a storm of controversy 
as some parents protested the unfinished state of 
the building and a lack of adequate sanitation 
facilities. 

At the Tuesday, November 9th School Commit: 
tee meeting, Teresa Kozloski said she did not 
agree with Superintendent Bernard Ryder’s deci- 
sion to open the center on November 1st, citing 
the center's failure to comply with state regula- 
tions requiring one toilet and sink for every 20 
building occupants. 

Mrs. Kozloski’s comments drew criticism from 
fellow members Louise David, Linda Galarneau, 
and Susan Pettazzoni. 

Mrs. Kozloski addressed her comments to 
Ryder after she charged that Mayor Christopher 
C. Johnson was attempting “to shut me off’ by 
moving on to new business rather than allowing 
committee members to question the superinten- 
deni’s presentation as they normally do.

Mrs. Kozloski said the temporary occupancy 
permit issued by the town’s building inspector 
allowing two classrooms to open had been 
altered to permit the opening of three classrooms. 

Ryder explained the alteration on the permit 
was due to a typographical error. He said, “It was 
very specifically stated when he (the inspector) 
talked to me it was for three (classrooms). The 
original request was for three, the intention was 
for three, and it was known that it was for three.” 


Mrs. Kozloski proposed that the School Com- 
mittee adopt a policy of inspecting any future ad- 
ditions or buildings before opening the facility. 
she said that although the construction of a — 
school building does not fall under the School 
Committee’s jurisdiction, members should be 
forced to inspect future buildings before giving 
their approval to open. 


Mrs. Galarneau said she resented the implica- 
tion that “other School Committee members had 
not taken an interest in the building process of 
the Early Childhood building.” She noted that she 
had been at the center and had followed up with 
questions to Ryder. 


The Massachusetts Department of Education 
was called in by parents to determine the safety 
and suitability of the early childhood facility. 

Director of Special Services Dr. John Brosnan, 
who also serves as the acting principal of the Ear- 
ly Childhood Center, confirmed that at least four 
parents were keeping their children home until 
construction in the building is finished, and one 
parent has removed her son from the program per- 
manently. 


Sources within the School Department confirm- 
ed that some parents were keeping their children 
home due to what they termed poor air quality 
caused by construction dust and the fumes from 
paint and floor tile adhesive. 


In addition to the overcrowded conditions caus- 
ed by unfinished classrooms, parents’ concerns 
centered on the lack of a sink with running water, 
the lack of hot water, and the fact that only one 
toilet was in place on opening day to serve the 
sanitary needs of the 120 students and the staff.

Vets With Pick-Up Trucks 
Can Now Receive Plate 


To The Editor: 

Over the past several years since Senate Bill 
1019 was passed (providing eligibility to veterans 
to obtain distinctive license plates), | have had 
many inquiries from those veterans owning pick- 
up trucks as to why they could not obtain a plate. 

During a meeting in Boston this past week, | 
was advised that veterans owning a pick-up truck 
may now obtain a veteran’s plate. | have checked 
with the Registry of Motor Vehicles and confirmed 
that veterans with a pick-up truck under 5,000 
pounds are eligible to apply. 


As many know, in order to obtain a distinctive 
veteran’s plate, each veteran pays the customary 
$40 registration fee, and an additional $40 which 
is divided between the Chelsea and Holyoke 
Soldiers’ Home. With 60% to Chelsea and 40% to 
Holyoke, this revenue is to be over and above the 
yearly budget figures for both homes. 


According to Jerold A. Gnazzo, Registrar for the 
Registry of Motor Vehicles for the Com- 
monwealth, the Holyoke Soldiers’ Home received 
$10,745.80 for Fiscal 1992, $43,057.40 for Fiscal 
1993, and $28,756.80 for Fiscal 1994. An addi- 
tional payment of $25,934.40 will be forwarded to 
Holyoke for the period of July 1st, 1993 through 
September 30th, 1993 for a total to date of 
$108,494.40. 


The generous response to the veteran’s license 
plate program has been a wonderful help to both 
soldiers’ homes—it’s veterans helping veterans. 
If you are considering distinctive veteran’s plates 
and need assistance with procedures, please call

Called in by the parents, one local television 
station broadcast footage depicting an empty fire 
extinguisher holder, sparking concerns over the 
safety of the building. 

According to Superintendent of Schools Ber- 
nard Ryder, the video image raised false concerns 
as the fire extinguisher in question was on the 
premises, and a second extinauisher was properly 
mounted on the wall. Ryder said that the fire 
alarm system had been tested and was in working 
order. 

Ryder added that the three classrooms in use 
were completely finished, with the exception of 
the installation of floor tile. As Ryder predicted, 
the floors were fully installed and four of the five 
classrooms were completed by Monday of the se- 
cond week of the center’s operation. 

Safety Never An Issue - Johnson 

Mayor Christopher C. Johnson maintained that 
the safety of the children was never an issue. “If 
the kids weren’t safe, they wouldn’t be in the 
building. Period. End of sentence.” 

Johnson said both the teachers and Ryder 
“agreed it was better to open the center as it is 
than not to open.” Johnson explained that a por- 
table sink and two portable toilets were not 
delivered as expected. This caused a temporary 
sink (consisting of a water tank with a spigot and 
a catch basin underneath) to be substituted on 
opening day for washing hands after trips to the 
toilet. 

The teachers reported no major problems with 
the toilet facilities on opening day, noting that 
there were never more than four children waiting 
to use the bathroom at one time.

By Wednesday, the second day of scheduled 
classes at the center, a portable sink and a por- 
table toilet had been delivered to the center to ad- 
dress the sanitary needs of students and staff. 
Hot water was available on Monday, November 
8th, the fifth day of classes at the center, and a 
permanent sink had been installed. 

Contradicting one parent’s assertion that no 
educational materials were available to the 
students on opening day, the teachers reported 
that the classrooms were set up as activity 
centers with educational toys in one room and 
traditional educational materials in the other two 
rooms. The teachers noted that pre-school 
educators rely on toys as teaching tools in the 
educational environment. 


A Wonderful Environment When Completed 

The teachers agreed that when completed, the 
center will provide a wonderful environment for 
the pre-school program. According to the 
teachers, most parents have been supportive of 
their efforts under less-than-ideal conditions, rely- 
ing on the teachers to do the best job possible for 
their children. 


According to the teachers, Ryder has been sup- 
portive of their efforts. Ryder spent the better part 
of two days at the center, checking on the pro- 
gress of the construction. 

Ryder said that although work on the hot-water 
heating system is not expected to be completed 
for some time, heat is being provided by properly- 
installed, baseboard electric heaters. Ryder 
estimated that within two weeks, the center's 
restroom facilities for students and staff will be 
complete. 

At presstime, the Massachusetts Department 
of Fadueation was continuing its monitoring of the 

acility.

Child Abuse 


by Officer Wayne Macey

Child abuse rears its ugly head in a number of 
ways, shapes, and forms. It is estimated that over 
one-million children are physically abused or 
neglected every year in the United States. 

Damage done through psychological abuse or 
neglect affects even more. According to the Na- 
tional Committee for Prevention of Child Abuse, 
“Approximately 2,000 of them die as a result of 
their mistreatment.” 

Those who live through their torment are often 
prevented from maturing into healthy, responsible 
adults. Demonstrations of the cumulative pain 
and frustrations ultimately result in increased 
criminal activity, as well as a tendency for the 
abused person to now transfer that pain to family, 
friends, and society in general. 

In order to prevent child abuse, it must first be 
understood: “Child abuse is threatened or actual 
harm to a child’s health or welfare by a person 
responsible for that child’s welfare, through non- 
accidental, physical or mental injury, sexual 
abuse, or maltreatment.” 

The abuse inflicted upon our children 
originates not in “Monster Parents,” but rather in 
everyday parents and people who experience 
stress and are unable to deal with it. Most parents 
do not intend to be abusive to their children and, 
in fact, love them very much. 

The accumulation of daily pressures on 
parents, without the availability of any other 
release or outlet, will cause the children to 
become a target. The results can range from 
minor trauma to tragedy, depending on how long 
the abuse is allowed to continue unchecked. 

It is important to recognize that parents who 
have a tendency to abuse their children are not, in 
most cases, terminally ill. They are demonstrating 
symptoms which can be treated and eventually 
eliminated. Whether we are the cause of the 
abuse or just a witness to it, we have a respon- 
sibility to recognize its existence and act to 
remedy the situation.

Try to 
keep in mind that the stakes are high, and if we as 
a society are to be judged by the way we treat our 
children, then let it be said and written.that we-did 
everything in our power to provide for the welfare 
of future generations.

Be Careful ... Hot Water Can Burn You! 


Tap water and bathtub injuries have been a ma- 
jor cause of burn injuries for many years. While 
scald burns can happen to anyone, young 
children and the elderly comprise most of the 
2,600 injuries annually received by hot water from 
home faucets. 

These burns can cause injury, scarring and 
disfigurement, and even death. The Agawam Fire 
Department wants the public to know how to pre- 
vent such burns. 

The major cause of scalds in homes is a water 
heater set too high (140° - 150°). Most adults will 
suffer a serious, third-degree burn if exposed to 
150° F water for only O SECONDS. The sen- 
sitive skin of children burns much easier. 

To test the hot water in your home, use a candy 
or meat thermometer at each faucet. If the water 
is over 120° F, turn down your hot water heater. 
Besides avoiding scalds, this will also save 
energy and money. 

lf you have an electric water heater, ask the 
electric company if it will lower the temperature 
for you. If you are in an apartment, ask the 
maintenance department to help. If you adjust it 
yourself, turn off the current by switching off the 
circuit breaker or removing the fuse. 

Electric heaters have two controls which need 
to be set. Remove the upper and lower access 
panels, pull aside the insulation over the ther- 
mostats, and use a screwdriver to turn the dial of 
the controls.

DO NOT TOUCH ANY OTHER AREA. Replace 
the insulation and panels. Turn on the current. 
Don’t use hot water for two hours. Check the 
temperature the next morning. 


For furnaces using fuel oil, contact your sup- 
plier to lower the temperature. This will not affect 
the heating capacity of the furnace. 

Even after lowering hot water temperatures, it 
would be wise to take these precautions: 

e Check bathwater for children with your elbow. 
The elbow is more sensitive to temperature 
changes. 

e Never leave a child alone in a bathtub or sink. 

e Place small children in the tub facing away 
from the faucets, and never encourage the 
bathtub as a play area. 

e Teach children to turn on the cold water first 
when using faucets. 

e Install temperature regulators in showers, 
tubs, and faucets. Consult your plumber or hard- 
ware store for information. 

e Know what to do for a scald burn. Cool the 
burn with water. Cover it with a clean cloth and 
seek medical attention. If the burn is serious, call 
the rescue squad at 911. Never put ointments, 
greases, butter, or vaseline on burns; these can 
hold heat and make the burn worse.

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Passage Of New Seat Belt Law In Senate 
Receives Praise From Senator Melconian 


In a statement issued this week, Senator Linda 
J. Melconian (D-Springfield) announced the 
Massachusetts Senate’s swift passage of a seat 
belt law which would require Massachusetts 
motorists to use seat belts. : 

Melconian stated, “I strongly supported this 
measure and spoke on the Senate floor, pointing 
out to my colleagues that it is neither punitive nor 
harsh, but rather a reasonable and rational effort 
to stop the serious injuries and killings on our 
highways. How much suffering has to occur be- 
fore we recognize that we need to do something 
to prevent such continued tragedies?” 

Melconian was a leader in the 1985 legislative 
effort that eventually passed a seat belt law. The 
same law, despite compelling evidence that it 
decreased the numbers of serious injuries in 
motor vehicle accidents, was overturned by voter 
referendum in 1986. 


Since its repeal, 11,120 persons have been in- 
jured in car crashes in the First Hampden 
Senatorial District. Furthermore, of the 72 people 
who were killed in car crashes in the Greater Spr- 
ingfield area, only four were wearing safety belts. 

“Adopting this legislation was the right thing to 
do in 1985, just as it is the right thing to do now. 
Every other state that borders Massachusetts— 
New Hampshire, Rhode Island, Connecticut, Ver- 
mont, New York, and Maine—as well as 40 other 
states across the nation, have laws that mandate 
seat belt use,”’ stated Melconian. 

She added, ‘‘Massachusetts is far behind the 
rest of the region and the country in recognizing 


‘that bodily injuries and deaths decline substan- 


tially when such a law is on the books.” 

According to recent estimates, only 32 percent 
of Massachusetts’ motorists currently use seat 
belts. In addition, if lawmakers do not pass a law 
requiring seat belt use, the state stands to lose 
millions of dollars in federal highway construc- 
tion funds. 

To date, these funds are channelled through the 
Governor's Highway Safety Bureau, where ap- 
proximately 50% of the monies are mandated by 


the federal government to go toward educational 
programs about road safety. If a seat belt law 
were passed, the funding is allowed to go directly 
into highway construction projects; this, in turn, 
would increase the speed with which such pro- 
jects as our own Route 57 extension could be 
completed, as well as provide jobs.

Melconian further contended that the Massa- 
chusetts seat belt law would require ‘secondary 
enforcement,” which means that a motorist can- 
not be stopped only because he or she is not 
wearing a seat belt. However, if a driver is stopped 
for another kind of violation and is caught without 
a seat belt, he or she is subject to a $25 fine for 
that negligence. 3 

Melconian asserted, “The rising costs of bodily 
injury caused by not wearing seat belts has been 
a leading factor in the rate hike of auto insurance 
premiums. To be sure, a vast number of these 
severe injuries could have been lessened or 
alto ethos avoided had there been a law like this 
in effect.” 


When the seat belt provision was law in Massa- 
chusetts, the number of severe bodily injuries 
markedly declined. However, over the past several 
years, skyrocketing insurance premiums are at- 
tributed to the greater incidence of bodily injuries 
and subsequent medical costs, while ironically, 
during the same time period the actual frequency 
of accidents and incidence of property damage 
decreased. 

Melconian continued, “in my own district, over 
110 persons have been hospitalized in our area 
alone at an average cost of $35,000 or $38 million 
in costs to citizens. Clearly, these figures cannot 
continue.” 

She concluded, ‘“‘Mandating seat belt use is one 
way of preventing the deaths and’serious head in- 
juries that have occurred far too often on our 
roads. Another important result will be in lower 
auto insurance rates, and most importantly, lower 
incidence of human suffering.”

La Leche League To Meet November 15th 


Can mothers who return to work still breastfeed 
their babies? Based on a recent survey of 567 
employed nursing mothers, the answer is a re- 
sounding “yes.” 

The survey, done by Kathleen Auerbach, PhD (a 
sociologist, lactation consultant, and La Leche 
League leader), asked working mothers about pro- 
blems they encountered with breastfeeding as 
well as whether or not they would do it again. 


Despite some obstacles, the survey 
respondents said overwhelmingly that it is possi- 
ble to breastfeed while working outside the home. 
Many noted that they would breastfeed again, 
regardless of their employment status. 


Most of the problems the women encountered 
were similar to those shared by mothers who are 
home full-time with their babies. Fatigue headed 
the list, followed by problems with finding time to 
express milk and worry about milk supply. Dr. 
Auerbach notes that many of these problems can 
be prevented if a mother is well-informed about 
breastfeeding.

Support for breastfeeding mothers is growing, 
though many of the survey respondents reported 
negative reactions from co-workers and their own 
parents or in-laws. : 

La Leche League meetings are one possible 
source of both information and support for 
breastfeeding mothers, according to Jeanne Hill, 
leader for the La Leche League of West Spr- 
ingfield-Agawam. Mothers at group meetings 
share breastfeeding information as well as ways 
of coping with the demands of motherhood. 


Meeting other breastfeeding mothers boosts 
women’s confidence in their ability to nurse their 
babies. All mothers—expectant ones, too—are 
welcome at group meetings. 

The La Leche League of West Springfield- 
Agawam meets monthly. The next meeting is at 
the Grace Lutheran Church, Westfield Street, 
West Springfield, on Monday, November 15th, at 
7:30 p.m.

V & F Auto Offers Tips... 
Mass. State Inspection 
Often Exercise Of 
Hassles & Frustration 


Massachusetts State Inspections of cars has 
been a sore and often controversial subject over 
the years. It’s laced with anxieties for the drivers, 
and hassles for the gas stations and auto repair 
shops which serve as inspection stations. 

With the month “Number 11” (November) now 
in its second full week, Vinnie and Frank Palange, 
owners of V & F Auto Service & Parts, Inc., 443 
Springfield Street, Agawam, have offered a few 
helpful tips that motorists might consider. 

“If you are not sure about whether your car will 
pass the inspection, bring it into the service sta- 
tion for maybe a tuneup or even an oil change and 
let the professionals check it out. In this way, a 
good repair shop will give you a list of things that 
you may need to pass the inspection, without hav- 
ing the hassle of issuing a rejection sticker,” said 
Frank. 

Items Required By Registry 

“Once your car gets into the separate bay that 
is designated for state inspections, we must im- 
mediately put a rejection sticker on your car if it 
fails one of the many items required by the 
Registry of Motor Vehicles to receive a new 
sticker,’ he added. 

According to Registry, once a vehicle has been 
rejected for a safety violation(s), the owner must 
remove it from the road until the violation(s) has 
been addressed. 

“There is some bad information out there about 
rejection stickers. According to the Registry, just 
about every inspection violation is related to safe- 
ty so people in most instances are driving illegally 
when they have a rejection sticker,” said Frank. 

According to both men, a good inspection 
should last between 10 to 15 minutes. Both said 
the computer that is hooked to the car’s engine is 
used exclusively for testing minimum emission 
standards, as set by the Registry. “That is why 
people must drive their vehicles for at least 20 
minutes before coming in,’”’ said Frank. 

According to Frank, some common violations 
of the state inspection includes safety belts that 
do not work; faulty emergency brakes; failure of 
all exterior lights to work, including back-up lights 
(no tape can be used for broken lights); tinted win- 
dows that are deemed to dark by state guidelines; 
and the failure of the horn to work. 

Pulling Out The Belts 

The rules on safety belts, for example, state 

that the person who brings in the vehicle must be

the one who pulls the belts from under the seats, 
not the inspection attendant. 

“This is because some employees of inspec- 
tion stations were reaching down into the seats 
(trying to find the belts) and they were getting cut 
hands from glass and sharp objects.” 

Also, the vehicle must be jacked up and the in- 
spection station attendant must check the front 
end suspension and steering. 

The Palanges remembered an instance when a 
women brought in an older model car that had 
holes in the back seat floor covered by rugs. “She 
was So angry when we rejected her car for this,” 
Frank said. “But | pointed to the three little 
children who were jumping around the back seat 
(without safety belts) and that one of them could

jump onto the floor and go right through. 

_ “We were trying to avert a tragedy by doing the 
inspection right,” he added. 

_ Frank noted that inspection stations are held 
liable when a new sticker is given despite viola- 
tions that mandated a rejection sticker to be 
issued. ‘Even that one violation could have been 
the cause of an accident and bodily harm. If it is 
found an inspection station gave a new sticker 
when a violation exists following an accident, that 
means big trouble and a lot of headaches for the 
inspection station.”

Have Lost Some Customers 

Both Palanges said they have lost customers 
because of their strict inspection standards. But 
they added, ‘We are only following the rules set 
down by the Registry. There are other stations in 
town that do the same thing. But there is always 
that one station that is lax and | think that is doing 
the public a terrible injustice because of the safe- 
ty factors. It won’t happen at our shop.” 

According to them, the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles also has an ambitious undercover unit 
that travels around the state to “inspect the in- 
speciors. 

“The Registry officers work undercover so you 
never know who they are. If an inspection station 
is caught not giving a proper inspection by a 
Registry officer, then that means plenty of trou- 
ble,’’ added Frank. 

When the vehicle passes the inspection, a new 
sticker replaces the old one. The person bringing 
in the vehicle for inspection must also have a 
valid registration to receive the new sticker.

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Avoid A Bad Investment 


Human nature being what it is, none of us can 
get serious about the idea of buying a house 
without experiencing at least a few small twinges 
of worry. What we fear, of course, is making a 
mistake. 

And, the mistake we tend to fear is buying a 
‘“lemon’—a house that doesn’t simply fail to 
satisfy our hopes and dreams, but turns out to 
have so many flaws that it’s a disastrously bad in- 
vestment. 

The good news is that the danger of getting 
stuck with a lemon of house is one of the most 
easily avoided dangers in the whole universe of 
personal finance. Prospective homebuyers are 
protected in many ways, and they can further 
strengthen their defenses by taking a few simple, 
common-sensical precautionary steps. 

The first of your protection is the fact in many 
places sellers are required by law to make pro- 
blems known to potential buyers—and are liable 
under the law if they fail to make adequate 
disclosure. 

For obvious reasons, however, most of us 
prefer to steer clear of legal entanglements even 
if the law is on our side. In the housing market, we 
do this by identifying problems before closing the 
deal. And identifying problems isn’t necessarily 
all that difficult. Even a person who’s not an elec- 
trician or plumber or construction expert often 
can identify areas of potential concern simply by 
being alert when visiting a house that’s on the 
market. 

It’s a simple matter, for example, to turn on the 
faucets and shower to test water pressure. In a 
bathroom it’s a simple matter to turn on the hot 
water both at the sink and in the shower at the 
same time, and then flush the toilet and watch for 
drastic drops in pressure or temperature. This is 
highly likely to produce evidence of whatever pro- 
blems are lurking in the plumbing system.

Healthy Eating For 
Busy Travelers 


Frequent travelers don't have to leave healthful 
eating habits at home. However, many of my 
traveling clients say eating out day and night 
makes it difficult to balance their fat budgets and 
maintain their weight. 

Here are some tips to eat well when you’re “‘on 
the road”: 

° Find out if your airlane offers alternative 
menus, such as low-fat or vegetarian. The airlane 
may require that special meals be arranged when 
you make your reservation, or at least 24 hours in 
advance. 

° If you do eat a standard airline meal, you can 
reduce the fat by eating the bread without butter 
and just a few bites of meat. Skip fatty sandwich 
meats, such as salami and bologna, and eat the 
rest of the sandwich with mustard. 

¢ Bring healthful snacks on extra-long flights 
and on car trips. Dried or fresh fruit, fresh 
vegetables, and whole grain crackers are Satisfy- 
ing and easy to tote. 

e Many hotel restaurant and room service 
menus now highlight low-fat items for easy selec- 
tion. Other low-fat choices include fresh Salads, 
grilled or broiled meats, pasta with red sauce, 
broth-based soups, steamed vegetables, and 
fresh fruit plates. 

e Ask servers how meal items are prepared. 
Many restaurants will make substitutions or use a 
different cooking method at your request. 

e Order “‘a la carte” to control what goes on 
your plate. Even if you want to avoid a certain part 
of a meal, it can be difficult to resist when the 
food is in front of you. 

¢ Whether enjoying a gourmet meal or eating at 
a fast-food restaurant, try to avoid deep-fat fried 
foods, cheese and cream Sauces, gravies, and 
high-fat salad dressings. Or choose smaller por- 
tions, perhaps sharing with a friend. 

It’s hard to try all these ideas at one time. Begin 
with the tip that will be easiest for you to practice. 
When you've mastered it, move on to a new sug- 
gestion. 

By this time next year, you’ll be so skilled at 
eating healthy “on the road” that you'll be writing 
me with some new ideas.

This Week At 
THE MOVIES

—My Life 

With My Life, Michael Keaton gives his viewers 
something to cry about. 

This sob story takes a young, upwardly mobile, 
beautiful couple who are happily expecting their 
first child, and immerses them in imminent 
tragedy—the husband has been diagnosed with 
cancer, incurable cancer. 

Meet the Joneses. Bob (Keaton), wife Gail 
(Nicole Kidman), and halfway through the film, 
Baby Brian (Andrew and Brian Cammuio; and six 
months later, Colby Sawyer Garabedian). — 

As the reality hits, Bob is still hoping for the im- 
possible cure, and after a devastating “put your 
affairs in order” from Dr. Califano (part-time Hun- 
tington resident Kenneth Tigar), turns to Mr. Ho 
(Haing S. Ngor), a Chinese healer, for alast stab at 
the impossible. 

With flashbacks to childhood and recollections 
of youthful trauma, the film provides a lifetime 


view in a matter of hours. It’s a view that Bob ® 


Jones wants to capture, along with some helpful 
hints about growing up—immortalizing his life on 
videotape for his as-yet-unborn child. 

If there is a weak link in the picture it may well 
be Miss Kidman, who (although she does a terrific 
job looking sad) never reaches the depths of 
frustration, anger, rage, or despair one would ex- 
pect in the struggle to come to terms with 
premature death. 

Keaton does feel some of the anger, but the 
ease with which they approach this troubled time 
makes the grim reality of cancer seem like a bout 
with flu. 

Too, the amenities are ever present: the expen- 
sive home, the cost-is-no-object surroundings, the 
support systems that too many families exhaust 
themselves trying to obtain. 

Along with humorous scenes of Keaton trying 
to buy toys for the baby, talking about how to 
shave, and what constitutes good music (all done 
with great fitness and that contagious Keaton 
grin), is the feeling that in this case, death is all 
too easy to deal with. 


—Fearless 

Jeff Bridges moves through Fearless as if it were 
The Night of the Living Dead. 

Fearless opens with a bedraggled Bridges walk- 
ing hand-in-hand with a Spanish youth, carrying a 
baby couched in his other arm, followed by a half 
dozen other stragglers. He emerges from a corn- 
field onto the scene of a jumbo jet crash, one of a 
handful of survivors who have rushed to the light 
of death only to be pulled back to an earthly 
netherworld of guilt, anguish, and grief for those 
who did not live. 

Agony makes for strange bedfellows, and as a 
psychologist tries to work with the survivors, 
Bridges becomes his own one-man salvation

team, matching up with Rosie Perez as the young 
mother whose baby flew out of her arms and died 
at the point of impact. 

It’s an almost fascinating tale of man who 
believes his brush with death has made him im- 
mortal, only to find that in confronting his fears he 
is the most vulnerable of all. 

Bridges walks through the two-hour-plus film 
like a man on drugs, and though some scenes are 
powerful and poignant, the film never manages to 
get past its plodding ways. 


—Flesh and Bone 

Flesh and Bone brings us an equally morbid tale 
of family gone wrong. 

Dennis Quaid gives a great performance as the 
downhome vending machine distributor whose 
life is built around solid, unruffled routine. 

What his friends don’t know is that as a child, 
he was the fragile half of a burglary ring, appear- 


ing as the lost silent child who (in the middle of 
the night) would let his brutal father into the 
homes of the victims, stealing them blind before 
escaping into the night. Until one night when 
everything goes wrong, and that brutal father (a 
chilling James Caan) kills the husband, wife, and 
young son—“‘loose ends,” as he calls them. He 
lets their infant daughter live. 

Flash to present, and Quaid finds himself hook- 
ed up with a sweet young thing who (you guessed 
it!) is that infant girl all grown up. 

After years with no contact, who also happens 
on the scene but dear old dad, who now wanis to 
tie up that last “loose end.” 

Like Fearless, this, too, is a plodding, slow mov- 
ing picture (two-hours-plus). Its redeeming value 
is its performances, but those are not so redeem- 
ing that it becomes easy to stay awake.

| recently had cause to observe a highly suc- 
cessful bake sale sponsored by the Phelps School 
PTO. | was there under duress selling calendars 
for the Agawam High School Band Parents. While 
there may be at least a couple of things | can do 
fairly well, | am an abomination as a salesperson. 

When | arrived at noon, the Phelps table was 
staffed by two women who looked as if they knew 
what they were doing, presiding comfortably over 
their large L-shaped table filled with many dozens 
of delectable homemade treats as well as other 
articles, among which were a cookbook compiled 
by the Phelps PTO and a large box for a turkey raf- 


fle. 
MANDEL-HALBMONDE 
Makes 3 Dozen 

1 cup butter or margarine 
34 cup sugar 
1 teaspoon vanilla extract 
1% teaspoons almond extract 
22 cups unbleached flour 
1 cup of almonds, ground 
Confectioners sugar 

Beat together butter and sugar until very light 
and fluffy. Blend in extracts. Mix in flour and 
almonds. Using about 1 tablespoon of dough for 
each, shape into logs and bend into crescents. 

Place on greased cookie sheet. Bake 12 to 15 
minutes at 350F until light brown. While warm, roll 
crescents in confectioner’s sugar. Cool on racks 
and store in a tightly sealed container.

To augment the effect, have an 
urn of free coffee and offer a cup to everyone. It 
makes them smile and feel guilty, and ultimately 
moves a lot of brownies. 
CRANBERRY FRUIT & NUT BREAD 
1 cup fresh or frozen cranberries, coarsely 
chopped 
¥Y2 cup chopped nuts 
1 tablespoon grated orange peel 
2 cups flour 
1 cup sugar 
1% teaspoon baking powder 
1 teaspoon salt 
Y2 teaspoon baking soda 
2 tablespoons shortening 
3%4 cup orange juice 
1 egg, well beaten 

Preheat oven to 350F. Generously grease and 
lightly flour 9x5x3-inch loaf pan. Prepare cranber- 
ries, nuts, and orange peel. Set aside. 

In a bowl, mix together flour, sugar, baking 
powder, salt, and soda. Cut in shortening. Stir in 
orange juice, egg, and orange peel mixture just to 
moisten. Fold in cranberries and nuts. 

Spoon into prepared pan. Bake 60 minutes, or 
until wooden pick inserted in center comes out 
clean. Cool on rack 15 minutes. Remove from pan 
and cool completely. Wrap and store overnight. 


STRATEGY 2: Keep moving. Rearrange the table 
incessantly. It gives the impression that the inven- 
tory is undergoing sonic depletion. This is an ex- 
cellent psychological tactic, as it clearly conveys 
the message that you, the consumer, better get 
over here before it’s too late.

2 cups sugar 
Ye cup butter or margarine 
1 cup cream or evaporated milk 
1 cup (6 ounces) chocolate chips 
% cup flour 
1 cup graham cracker crumbs 
3%4 cup coarsely chopped walnuts 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
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In a heavy saucepan, combine sugar, butter, 
and cream. Heat mixture and let boil for 10 
minutes, stirring often. Add chocolate chips, 
flour, graham cracker crumbs, wainuts, and 
vanilla. Stir until] mixture becomes thick. 


Using dampened hands, press mixture into a 
greased 8-inch pan. Chill in refrigerator. Cut into 
squares.

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Young Robinson Park Students Hear 
No-Drug Message From AHS Group

Members of the Peer Education Group at 
Agawam High School brought more than just a 
lesson in sharing to Mrs. Czerpak’s kindergarten 
class and Mrs. Avondo’s first-grade class at 
Robinson Park School. They shared themselves 
with younger students as role models for a drug- 
and alcohol-free lifestyle. 

The kindergarteners and first graders sat spell- 
bound as AHS students Amanda Sunny, Denise 
Seaver, and Zac Mouneimneh read Shel Silvers- 
tein’s The Giving Tree. 

After reading the story of a tree’s willingness to 
share all it had with its human friend, the peer 
educators passed out construction paper leaves 
they had prepared for the children to create their 
own giving tree. The children were asked to draw 
something they would like to share with someone 
else on the leaves. 

As the children worked on their leaves, the peer 
educators circulated throughout the room, admir- 
ing the children’s artwork and discussing the 
theme of sharing with the younger students. 
When they were finished with the coloring, the 
children taped their leaves to a poster-board tree 
made by the peer educators. 

Denise Seaver told the children, ‘You get to 
keep the tree in your classroom to remind you that 
you can share with people everyday.” And Aman- 
da Sunny told the class how much she had en- 
joyed coming and meeting them. 

Mrs. Avondo was impressed with the prepara- 
tion that went into the Peer Educators’ presenta- 
tion. She said, “I’d be very happy to have a return 
visit, especially if the preparation is the same.” 

Mrs. Avondo noted that the lesson was age- | 
appropriate for her class. ‘Sharing is something 
that first graders understand very well.” Mrs. 
Avondo commended the peer educators for their 
personal interaction with the children. 

Mrs. Czerpak said she was eager to have the 


Peer Educators return, adding, “It was great to 
see Zac, who was one of my _ kindergarten 
students from Phelps School.

Group Members Take Pledge 

Amanda Sunny said the Peer Leadership Group 
is comprised of students who pledge to avoid 
drugs, alcohol, and smoking and to take that 
philosophy to the schools. Working in teams, the 
peer educators choose from “tubs” of informa- 
tion packets on topics ranging from learning 
refusal skills, to AIDS awareness, to awareness of 
the effects of drugs, as they choose areas to 
research and present to younger students. 

Mrs. Williams explained that the program aims 
to promote students who have decided to remain 
drug-and-alcohol-free as proof to younger 
students that is is possible to ‘go through high 
school without drugs, alcohol, or cigarettes.”’ 

Mrs. Williams said the program does not rely on 
funds from the school system, but is supported by 
the Governor’s Alliance Against Drugs. 

Mrs. Williams said students interested in par- 
ticipating in the Peer Leadership Group must app- 
ly and be interviewed by the advisors and the 
students in the group. Students must be non- 
users of drugs, alcohol, and cigarettes; must 
maintain average grades; and must have good at- 
tendance, as they miss classes to make their 
presentations in the schools. 

Without relying on preaching, Mrs. Williams 
said the program presents average kids as role 
models for a drug-free lifestyle. The program has 
been in place at AHS for seven years.

Named As Advanced 
Placement Schoalrs 


Paul Cavallo, Agawam High School’s Guidance 
Department Chairperson/AP Coordinator, has an- 
nounced that three students have been named AP 
Scholars by the College Board in recognition of 
their exceptional achievement on the college- 
level Advanced Placement (AP) Examinations. On- 
ly 11 percent of the 424,000 students who took AP 
Examinations in May 1993 performed at a suffi- 
ciently high level to merit such recognition. 

They qualified for the AP Scholar with Distinc- 
tion Award by earning grades of 3 or above on five 
or more AP Exams, with an average exam grade of 
at least 3.5. These students are Tariq Yousef, Jef- 
frey Henderson, and Joshua Tudryn. 

AP Examinations, which students take in May 
after completing challenging college-level 
courses at their high school, are graded on a 
5- “point scale (5 is the highest). Most of the 
nation’s colleges and universities award credit 
and/or placement for grades of 3 or higher, and 
more than 1,300 institutions award a year of credit 
to students with a sufficient numbers of qualify- 
ing grades. 

There are 29 AP Examinations in 16 disciplines, 
each consisting of multiple-choice and free- 
response (essay or problem-solving) questions.

Academic Effort 


Parental review of report cards to assess their 
children’s academic successes happens four 
times a year. As you, the parent/guardian, react to 
the numerical grades in each subject on your 
children’s report, please do not forget to pay par- 
ticular attention to the effort rating he/she earned 
in each class. 

The effort grade after each subject can provide 
you with a significant clue regarding your 
son’s/daughter’s work habits inthe classroom. A 
“4°? or a “2” rating indicates that your child is 
working in the respective class. If this “1” or “2” 
is coupled with “A,” “B,” or “C” level work, then 
the odds are that things are going well. 

This conclusion does not preclude the 
possibility that the opportunity for improvement 
does not exist. For example, the ‘‘C”’ grade coupl- 
ed with a ‘‘2” in effort clearly points out that im- 
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provement in the learning curve is possible. The 
probability of academic growth under these cir- 
cumstances is usually dependent upon an in- 
crease In concentration on the school work 
presented by the teacher. This means a concerted 
effort must be made in all areas involved in the 
particular subject under discussion. 

_The importance of parents and teachers 
discussing methods to improve the classroom 
work of their respective students cannot be 
understated. Whenever academic warnings are 
received and a low or failing grade is coupled with 
low or failing effort marks, it is essential that the 
parent(s)/guardian(s) and the teacher meet and 
discuss the necessary techniques to improve the 
effort mark. 

Academic growth is the result of increased at- 
tention to the subject matter. Paying attention in 
the classroom, asking questions for understan- 
ding, responding to academic inquiries in the 
class, doing one’s homework and hard work are 
the necessary standards for classroom success. 
Once these standards become work habits, the 
academic grades will improve. 


The parent/guardian interest in their children’s 
schoo! work is vital to the student interest and the 
resultant success in the classroom. All parents 
entrust the educational system with the respon- 
sibility of 13 years (K-12) of intellectual growth. 
Please do not abandon the child at the school 
door. Your visits and/or calls are a necessary part 
of our work to provide the best education ap- 
plicable for your sons and daughters.

482, either Wednesday, December 
ist, or Thursday, December 2nd, between 8:00 
a.m. and 2:30 p.m. in order to schedule conference 
times. He suggests that parents telephone promp- 
tly so that they may reserve a time which is conve- 
nient for them. 

Mr. Littlefield relates that parents who do not 
receive an invitation but still wish to see an in- 
dividual teacher should contact the guidance of- 
fice on Friday, December 3rd, between 8:00 a.m. 
and 2:30 p.m., as a limited number of appointment 
times have been made available for that purpose. 

Moreover, he states that parents who call on 
Friday, December 8rd, but are unable to schedule 
appointment times for December 13th, will 
receive a telephone call from their child’s teacher 
in order to discuss the youngster’s academic pro- 


gress. 

Mr. Littlefield explains that the conference 
night format was developed by the staff as a 
means of eliminating overcrowded conditions and 
long waiting lines. Also, he says that communica- 
tion is more effective during these lengthier ap- 
pointments. 

Mr. Littlefield invites parents to keep in close 
contact with the school’s guidance counselors 
and teachers in order to monitor their child’s pro- 
gress throughout the academic year.

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Walsh Again Donates 
Big Bucks To DARE 


From Golf Tourney

For the fifth year, State Representa Michael 
P. Walsh donated proceeds from his Annual Golf 
Tournament held in August to support DARE 
(Drug Awarenss Resistance Education) and CAPP 
(Child Abuse Prevention Program) in the Agawam 
Schools. 

Recently, Walsh presented Granger School 
Principal Phyllis Lewis and Agawam Police Detec- 
tive Wayne Macey with a check to underwrite the 
cost of bringing these programs to elementary 
and middle school students. 

“This takes the burden off the taxpayer,’ Macey 
stated. “Before Mike got involved, we relied on 
civic organizations.” 

Macey explained the money is used to pur- 
chase the notebooks for Middle School students 
as well as novelty items such as t-shirts, pencils, 
and balloons. In-service training for the police of- 
ficele who teach the DARE course is also provid- 
ed. 

Macey said the program has been successful 
and he has noticed a change in the students’ at- 
titude on drugs. 

Mrs. Lewis agreed that drug resistance educa- 
tion and child abuse prevention programs are 
“very definitely worth it and, unfortunately, 
necessary.” 

Nine years ago, Mrs. Lewis initiated CAPP at 
Granger School as a pilot program. Since then, 
the program has become an accepted part of the 
curriculum of all Agawam elementary schools. 
The West Springfield Public Schools as well as 
Gateway Regional School District have followed 
fgaiamis lead in making CAPP part of their cur- 
ricula. 

Mrs. Lewis said, ‘“‘The program has proven it 
works in teaching kids strategies to avoid 
assault.” 

In addition to teaching students how to deal 
with “stranger danger” and bullies, the program 
helps children learn how to protect themselves 
from physical or sexual assault. CAPP is a 
copyrighted curriculum currently in use in 42 
states. 

Since 1989, Walsh has raised a total of $35,000 
in funding for the DARE Program and CAPP has 
received a share of the money for the past two 
years. 

Walsh said getting involved with CAPP was a 
“natural extension” of his support of DARE. Ac- 
cording to Mrs. Lewis, Walsh has been ‘‘very 
generous” in his support of CAPP. She added that 
members of the CAPP association help operate 
the tournament and assist with selling raffle 
tickets. : 

Walsh credits administrative aide Cathy 
Sheehan with the success of the golf tournament. 
“Without Cathy, we couldn’t do the tournament,” 
Walsh said.

Admissions Essays A Concern 


If there is any part of the college application 
process on which you cannot allow yourself the 
luxury of procrastination, it is the admissions 
essay (Sometimes referred to as the ‘personal 
statement” or “application essay”). 

Most selective colleges require this sample of 
your written expression so that they can learn 
more about who you are before making a decision 
on your file. Some admissions offices feel strong- 
ly about the essay, citing it as one of the most im- 
portant factors in the selection of students; 
others, particularly at large universities, rely on 
the personal statement mostly for borderline can- 
didates. 

: Regardless of one’s academic performance in 
high school, the essay carries some weight, and 
one should be certain that his/her weight is 
thrown in the right direction. Think of it as a 
chance to conduct an interview on paper. 
Students should not be afraid to open up, provid- 
ed that what one says about oneself is relevant to 
his/her aspirations of attending the college to 
which he/she is applying. 

Often students shy away from the problems 
they encountered in high school, such as failing 
grades during certain times, and fail to explain or 
even mention them when there is evidence of their 
existence in their transcripts. This is a mistake; 
you needn’t give an excuse for every poor grade, 
but if you have a legitimate reason why your per- 
formance suffered during one semester or even a 
year, explain it. 

Don’t dwell on the negative, however. After all, 
you want to appear to be a positive candidate in 
spite of any difficulties you encountered. 

HELPFUL HINTS 

1. Give yourself enought time so that you can 
write your essay in stages. 

2. Before you begin your essay, read the ques- 
tion and take time to reflect on what you are being 
asked. 

3. Make a list of what you have done with your 
time in high school until now. 

4. Make an outline of your essay, taking into 
consideration what you are being asked and what 
you have accomplished in high school. 

5. When writing your essay, try to be as original 
as you can, but not gimmicky or dishonest. 

6. Spend some time away from your essay and 
then return with a fresh mind to look for typos, 
misspellings, and grammatical errors.

And dad would have been smiling brightly in the 
early going, as the Panthers harnessed some of 
that emotion and served up a couple of 
bucketloads of trouble in Agawam’s direction as 
the game got under way. 

The Brownies had not beaten the Panthers 
since Boo Smith was a junior in High School. That 
was 1981. Hundreds of kids have gone through 
both programs over the years since that time, and 
this may well have been Agawam’s best chance to 
break the winless skein. 

Recent developments have given Agawam 
every reason to believe that it is among the most 
powerful teams in the region. Behind a solid 
senior quarterback (Dan Moriarty) and the power- 
ful, upright running style of junior Jason Votzakis, 
the Brownies have been running teams off the 
field lately. A big, strong, and. fundamentally 
sound offensive line had been blowing holes the 
size of Texas, and Votzakis was having a party 
pancaking safeties. 

The small number of Panthers and the smallest 


team (sizewise) that they put out there in a long 
time had contributed to a Cathedral squad that 
has basically wallowed in the middle of the pack 
this season. 

So Agawam planned on winning the game by 
just giving Votzakis the ball 30 times and plowing 
its way through the smaller Panthers. Incidental- 
ly, that part of the plan worked perfectly as Vot- 
zakis rushed for 193 yards and four touchdowns.

That’s when we begin to realize that Cathedral 
was planning on playing this game in a quick 
fashion—no huddle style. Oh yes, Cronk and his 
friends intended on wearing down their big bud- 
dies from across the South End Bridge. 

Agawam made two defensive plays to set up a 
third and goal from the six, but Matt Popoli zipped 
behind right guard for a touchdown on the next 
play. Dan Hiersche hit the extra point hard and 
straight, and the Panthers had themselves the 
first score. Razzle-dazzle had done the trick. 

The Brownies Have Their Turn 

Now it was the Brownies’ turn to answer. Not 
deviating from their plan one iota, they took over 
at their 27 and never took a backward step all the 
way to paydirt. Steve Lanier, the skillful fullback, 
took two pops at the running game and posted 
solid numbers of eight and 13 yards, respectively. 

Votzakis did the rest with a three-carry, 53-yard 
spree which culminated when he tied the game 
with a 31-yard sweep to the right side for the 
score. Brian Anderson knotted things with the 
PAT, and it was 7-7 with 5:24 to play in the first. 

Cronk was the highlight reel for the next drive 
as he simply drove the Agawam defense crazy. He 
carried on three straight plays. He went left, right, 
and then left again. In the process, he took the 
ball from the Cathedral 16 to the Agawam 31 yard 
ine.

more yards to the 22. He let his friends advance it 
to the eight yard line, but on a third and seven 
from the eight, he was able to carry it again and he 
lugged it inside the one for the first down.

Votzakis did the bulk of the work as Agawam 
moved slowly and confidently down the field. 
They moved into Cathedral territory and changed 
the field position game; they were ultimately forc- 
ed to punt, but they pinned the Panthers at the 11.

Cronk had his only low point in the game on the 
ensuing series, as he fumbled on both second and 
third downs; although he was able to recover both 
of them, Cathedral Hiersche had to punt.

Moriarty went nine yards on a second and 12 
scramble, and Votzakis converted the third-down 
play by bashing 14 yards behind right guard and 
tackle. He was never touched as he propelled 
himself to the end zone. Anderson brought them 
within seven with the extra point, and only 1:07 
showed on the second-quarter clock. 

It looked like Cathedral would own a one-TD 
lead at intermission. But wait, there’s more. Flynn 
nearly broke the kickoff and it was Brian King who 
brought the fleet one down at the 38 yard line. 
Cathedral may not have planned to score again 
before the halftime, but even a blind squirrel gets 
a nut every now and again.

On Monday night, | called a friend to set up an 
evening at my house. At $34.95 a pop, you have to 
get a handful of guys to defray the costs. The 
week got busier, and | never got in touch with him 
... never set anything up. 

On Wednesday or Thursday, | got an invitation 
to the fight from a friend of mine in West Side. Ziti, 
wings, garlic bread, and brewskies. Had a nice 
ring to it... | accepted.

Through the combined efforts of parents and 
coaches from the Agawam Senior Little League 
and the Sacred Heart Senior Baseball League, an 
Agawam 13-15 year-old Babe Ruth League will be 
formed for competition for the spring of 1994.

There will be statewide, 
post-season all-stars for just the 13 year-olds and 
a separate team for the 14-15 year-old. These 
teams compete in a statewide tournament that 
could lead to regional and national competition.

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‘‘Rehab’’ Gab For 
AHS Sports

One of the biggest fears of any athlete is being 
injured. Injury can affect us not only physically, 
but mentally as well. 

Thoughts of ‘Will | be able to play in the game 
the next day?’ ‘How long will | be out of competi- 
tion?’ or even, ‘Will | ever play again?’ are com- 
mon questions that run through the mind of all 
athletes after the shock of the injury itself has 
passed. 

In this first column, | have decided to discuss 
preventative measures and initial treatment, in 
case you do get injured. One of the most common 
ways to decrease injury is prevention. 

Staying in good physical condition is vital to 
maintain a strong, healthy body. Eating properly 
and committing to a fitness program on a year- 
round basis are essential to all athletes. Using ap- 
propriate equipment for the sport that is in good 
repair is another way to prevent injury. 

However, there are times when no matter what 
preventative measures are taken, injuries will oc- 
cur. Injuries can happen during exercise, while 
playing in an athletic event, or event at home, 
while performing daily activities. Taking a basic 
common sense approach to treat the injury in its 
initial stages could speed the recovery and let you 
return to your sports activity sooner. 

Common injuries most of us are familiar with 
are spraining an ankle, getting a ‘bump’ or ‘bruise’ 
or ‘pulling a muscle.’ Initially, all injuries should 
be treated with the R.1.C.E. Principle. 

R.I.C.E. is an acronym for Rest, Ice, Compres- 
sion, and Elevation. Once the injury occurs, it is 
best not to use the impaired body part. REST IT! 
Avoid using the injured body part as much as 
possible. 

ICE the injury by applying cold, in the form of an 
ice pack or a bag of crushed ice for 20 minutes 
every two to three hours for the first 24 to 78 
hours. The cold application will slow the inflam- 
mation process, and decrease the amount of pain. 

COMPRESSION, in the form of an Ace bandage, 
will help to limit the amount of swelling in the in- 

\jured area. This works very well combined with 
the cold application. 

Finally, ELEVATE the injury so that it is above 
the level of the heart. This will help keep the swell- 
ing down by slowing the flow of blood to the in- 
jury, and help return blood to the heart. 


Most people would prefer to use heat applica- 
tion, because the heat seems to make the iniury 
feel better. In reality, this will cause an increase in 
bleeding and swelling around the injury. 

This will slow the recovery process, keeping 
you out of action for a longer period of time. It is 
best to wait to use heat applications (warm soaks 
or a heating pad) until the affected area is no 
longer warm to the touch of the back of the hand. 

Once the injury heals enough to resume sports 
activities, it is important to respect the injury by 
continuing to use the R.I.C.E. Principle after ac- 
tivity until the pain and swelling are completely 
gone. 

If there is an increase in pain and swelling, or 
loss of function to the injured area, be sure to con- 
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tact your doctor to see if further tests or 
treatments are necessary to rule out a more 
serious injury and aid in your rehabilitation back 
to the playing arena.
